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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant makes arguments that are more specifi 
than the claims presented. Applicant argues that the fluid of Blatter is not moisture. This is incorrect. Mositure is by definition a liquid but 
not specific to any kind of liquid (such as water). Applicant also argues that there is no unobstructed mositure path. This is incorrect. The 
fluid can flow freely through the brake shoe. The applicant's claims does not preclude the use of a pump or any other apparatus. The 
moisture must merely be able to flow freely and without obstruction through the brake shoe Blatter clearly allows this.or the fluid system 
would not operate as intended. Applicant argues that Strebinger does not disclose apertures in the brake lining. This is clearly incorrect. 
Strebinger clearly shows an opening in the brake lining 24a which is aligned with the openings in the brake table as required by the 
claims. . 
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
